Claims 1-2, 4- 48 and 50-61 are allowed. 

Claim 66 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The reason for allowance is that none of the prior art taught a front illuminating 
device (i.e. where the object to be illuminated is in the claimed location), where the 
claimed structure having two light directing bodies where one had the surface with the 
shape as claimed and the other had a surface in the location as claimed with the 
spacing made substantially uniform. 



Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1 and 34 are generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as 
to the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claim, directed to the species of 
ll-VII are no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to this species 
depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim. 
However, claims 49 and 63-68, directed to the species of groups II and IV respectively 
remain withdrawn from consideration since they depend upon or otherwise include all 
the limitations of an allowed generic claim as required by 37 CFR 1 .141 . 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the 
linked species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including 
all the limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation 
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or divisional application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 
Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32
